Give  a  warm,  lived-in  look  to  your  bedroom  and  add  new  sparkle  with 
cafe  curtains  and  a  made-to-match  coverlet.  The  Simple-To-Make  pattern 
for  curtains  with  scalloped  upper  edges  (see  sketch  below)  is  4919,  35^. 
You  can  whip  up  the  coverlet  without  a  pattern  by  following  directions  on 
this  page.  Both  charming  accessories  for  the  home  were  featured  on  page  37 
in  Desley’s  Everglaze  print,  “Field  Flowers”.  The  dust  ruffle  (which  re¬ 
quires  no  special  instructions)  is  prettiest  in  a  coordinated  plain  fabric. 


SINGLE  BED:  Materials  required  for  Average  Single  Bed  (39"  x  72") 

Coverlet:  6Vj  yards  of  Desley  Everglaze  print.  Lining:  6Vi  yards  of 
plain  Desley  fabric.  Trim:  7  yards  of  Trimtex  piping. 

Make  up  bed  complete  with  blankets  before  measuring  width  for  Coverlet.  Measure 
from  3"  below  box  spring  across  width  of  bed  and  down  to  3"  below  box  spring  on  other 
side  (A  on  Diag.  1).  Measure  length  of  Coverlet  from  3"  below  box  spring  at  foot  of 
bed  along  full  length  of  bed,  adding  an  extra  33"  for  “pillow-tuck-in”.  This  is  the  full 
length  of  Coverlet  (B  on  Diag.  1).  EXAMPLE:  If  bed  is  6  feet  long . .  .6'  =  72",  plus 
12"  for  overhang  at  foot  of  bed  =  84",  plus  33"  for  “pillow-tuck-in”  =  117";  multiply 
this  by  2  (for  lengths  required).  Total  requirement  for  Coverlet:  234"  or  6Vi  yds. 

Coverlet  consists  of  3  strips  of  fabric.  Cut  Center  Panel  30"  wide  and  full  length  of 
Coverlet.  Cut  another  length  of  fabric  (for  Side  Strips)  the  exact  same  length.  Subtract 
30"  from  full  width  of  Coverlet  and  divide  by  2  for  width  of  Side  Strips.  EXAMPLE: 
If  full  width  of  Coverlet  measures  58"  (A  on  Diag.  1),  58"  —  30"  =  28"  2  =  14" 

for  width  of  each  Side  Strip.  Cut  second  length  of  fabric  lengthwise  into  2  strips  the 
required  width.  For  an  Average  Single  Bed  the  width  of  these  strips  would  be  14"  or  15". 

With  Right  Sides  of  Center  Panel  and  1  Side  Strip  together,  insert  Trimtex  piping 
between  long  edges  and  stitch  together.  Pipe  other  side  in  same  manner.  Press  seams  flat, 
away  from  piping.  Fold  Coverlet  in  half  lengthwise  and  round  off  corners  at  one  end 
(Diag.  2). 

Cut  Lining  Fabric  into  3  lengths  of  the  same  width  as  Coverlet  Center  Panel  and 
Side  Strips.  Join  Side  Strips  to  Center  Panel  in  same  manner  as  Coverlet,  omitting  piping. 

Place  Coverlet  out  flat,  Right  Side  up.  Place  Lining  Right  Side  down  on  Coverlet. 
Match  all  edges  and  seams  and  pin  or  baste  securely  all  around.  Round  off  corners  of 
Lining  to  match  Coverlet.  Stitch  together  (with  seams)  along  the  2  long  sides,  the 
rounded  short  end,  and  %  of  the  way  across  the  other  short  end.  Clip  into  seam  allowance 
along  curved  edges.  Turn  Right  Side  out  and  slip-stitch  opening  closed.  If  desired,  top- 
stitch  along  both  seams  of  piping  to  catch  Coverlet  and  Lining  together. 

DOUBLE  BED:  Materials  required  for  Average  Double  Bed  (54"  x  72") 

Coverlet:  9%  yards  of  Desley  Everglaze  print.  Lining:  9%  yards  of 
plain  Desley  fabric.  Trim:  7  yards  of  Trimtex  piping. 

Measure  width  and  length  for  Double  Bed  in  same  manner  as  for  Single  Bed. 

Cut  Center  Panel  full  width  of  fabric.  Subtract  36"  from  full  width  of  Coverlet  and 
divide  by  2  for  width  of  Side  Strips.  EXAMPLE:  If  full  width  of  Coverlet  (A  on  Diag.  1) 
measures  78",  78"  —  36"  =  42"  2  =  21"  for  width  of  each  Side  Strip.  For  an  Average 

Double  Bed  the  width  of  these  strips  would  be  20"  or  21". 

Sew  Coverlet  and  Lining  in  same  manner  as  for  Single  Bed.
